Transit Detective Asks Court 
fora Jury. 


TWO CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 


MANAGER BAUMHOFF SAYS HA- 
VILL DID NO DYNAMITING. 


Describes Him as a Brave Man Who 
Sought to Gain a Reputation 
as a Detective by Resort- 
ing to Subterfuge. 


Ora F. Havill, the transit company de- 
tective who was arrested with sticks of dy- 
namite on his person, asked for a jury in 
the court of criminal correction. Friday 
morning and Judge Clark continued his 
cases to July 23. Havill ts still in jail. His 
attorney is Ashley C. Clover. 

Havill has asked for a jury trial. He ex- 
pressed confidence of a rendering of a ver- 
dict favorable to himself. 

There is also a case again Havill 
carrying concealed weapons, which will be 
heard the same day. 

The police have six revolvers, taken from 
Havill at various times, all belonging to 
the transit company. Havill said to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“Every time they pinched me they found 
two cannons on me, furnished by the com- 
pany.” 

General Manager Baumhoff said to the 
Post-Dispatch: ‘There is nothing in this 
dynamite business except that a poor devil 
tried to make ‘iimself a little reputation as 
a detective. I am morally certain that 
Havill did none of the actual dynamiting 
of cars. It was impossible for him to have 
done that for I know he was elsewhere on 
the nights when cars were dynamited. 

“Furthermore, sometimes several explo- 
sions occurred about the same time in 
widely different parts of the city.. Havill 
could not have done all of them, and 1 don't 
believe he is the kind of man who would do 
any of that sort of thing. 

“Havill is no ‘onger in the employ of the 
transit company. The fact is, I discharged 
him about three days prior to his arrest 
With the dynatnite in his pockets, 

“He came tv me and begged so 
be put. back to work that I relented and 
told him to take that Delmar avenue beat 
and stay there, reporting to Superintendent 
Myers of the Lindell division. 

“Havill had rot been on duty there more 
than two hours when he came in and re- 
ported to Vir. Myers that he had a tip. that 
some dynamite was hidden near the River 
Des Peres vridge. Myers telephoned me, 
asking what I thought of it. 

“IT told him to send Havill out to hunt 
for the dynamite, but to send another man 
with him. Myers suggested sending Clar- 
ence L. Smith, and I knew Smith to be per- 
fectiy reliable, so I agreed. 

“Smith watched Havill closely and was 
convinced that he was playing double. We 
had a policeman handy, and when Havill 
started to wo away with the dynamite in 
his pockets he was arrested. 

“Havill got the dynamite at Ike Crosby's 
out in the county, as published. This was 
before I discharged him the first time. I 
think he was sincere in getting the ex- 
plosive to use for purposes of comparison 
with other dynamite that might be found, to 
ascertain if the brand was the same, 80 
that he could get a line on the source af 
the stuff. 

“But after he was discharged and 
Stated my belief that he decided to do 
something right away to re-establish him- 
self in my confidenmre and give me the im- 
pression that he was a first-rate detective. 
So he took this dynamite, which he had 
kept in his house for several days, and 
made a pretense of finding it near the 
bridge. 

‘‘Havill came to me about three days after 
the strike was declared and asked for a po- 
sition. He wore the uniform of a captain 
in the United States volunteer army, hav- 
ing been in command of an Illinais company 
which saw service in Cuba during the Span- 
ish war. He impressed me very favorably. 
He is a good talker. 

“T told Havill that I needed men who 
were not afraid. I wanted men to go Aas 
guards on cars during the season of daily 
and hourly rioting, and Havill wanted that 
kind of jab. 

‘IT put him on the cars and found that 
he was a brave man, not afraid of anything. 
One night he caught man in the act of 
stoning a car and turned him over to a 
policeman, but the policeman refused to ar- 
rest him 

“Havill was absolutely fearless. He 
walked out of the angry crowd and went 
ta the Chouteau avenue car sheds, where he 
remained for a short time, then started out 
alone, though he knew he had been «potted. 
Just after leaving the he was fired 
upon and hit twice in the arm. 

‘“‘Havill did good work until I sent him 
out to catch dynamiters, and I discharged 
him the first time because I discovered that 
he had failed to keep an engagement to 
meet some of our men at a certain point 
according to my _ tnstructions, though he 
told me that he was on hand.” 

Mr. Baumhoff was told that Havill said 
he was sent by the general manager to 
ehadow Ike Crosby when the negro went 
to meet the supposed dynamiter at EKighth 
-tdle streets.

WASHINGTON. June 29.—The navy 
department this morning received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from Admiral Kempff: 

Che Foo, June 29.—Secretary of the 
Navy: The Pekin -relief expedition is 
now Tsin with 200 sick and 
The foreign ministers and the 
Pekin party are not with them. There is 
no news from them. KEMPFF. 

The department also was advised this 
morning that Admiral Remey, on the 
Brooklyn, arrived at Hong Kong, en 
route to Taku, and has sailed for her 
destination.

WASHINGTON, 
Kempff today acknowledged the error 
he had made in reportitig the presence 
of the foreign ministers with Admiral 
Seymour’s column eight miles out from 
Tien Tsin. His cablegram this morning 
admits that there is no knowledge of 
their whereabouts. 

So it is that not a single power today 
knows the fate of its minister and lega- 
tion at Pekin. They may have been mur- 
dered, may be held as hostages, but most 
probably are still under the protection of 
Pekin palace guards, who may have been 
strong enough to beat back the rebels. 

Admiral Kempff’s news has added 
the depression in official quarters. 

Admiral Remey is pushing the Brook- 
lyn with all dispatch toward Taku. His 
main care will be to arrive at Taku with 
full coal-bunkers, thus making sure that 
the Brooklyn will be ready for any ser- 
vice required when she reaches that port.

PARIS, June 29, 3:10 p m.—It is an-

What the British 
policy in China is nobody outside the for- 
eign office professes to understand. Lord 
Salisbury has not disclosed any objective 
points beyond the protection of the British 
legation and commercial interests. He has 
not started out well, for the rellef force 
commanded by Seymour has returned to 
Tien Tsin after being thwarted and batf- 
fled in the attempt to reach Pekin and 
the Russian column with other foreign con- 
tingents has rescued it. England has taken 
a subordinate part in the bombardment of 
the Taku forts and the European forces 
have rescued 
was badly planned by the British Admiral. 
Lord Salisbury will now fall back, without 
doubt, upon the European concert and the 
initiative will be taken by Russia. 

The American government, unlike the Eu- 
ropean powers, seems to know its own 
mind, and this is a great advantage. It 
provided a small contingent for Seymour's 
column and another one was under fire 
with the Russians before Tien Tein was re- 
lieved, but each was sent into China under 
definite ‘nstructions and there was no en- 
gagement to do ay An more than co- 
operate with other forces in the protection 
of life and the property of the foreigners. 
The American activity will end when its 
legation is safe and’the lives and property 
of Americans in China are protected. Phere 
no intervention in Chinese political 
nor «ny participation in the partl- 
the empire. The European concert 
left .o settle the question relating 
to the deposition of the Empress and safe- 
Syards against the dissolution of the em- 
pire. 

The Japanese may be said to have saved 
the situation and also to have clouded it 
with uncertainty. They have saved it by 
dispatching a large force of soldiers to 
China and by preparing to mobilize 2.000 
troops. They have imperiled it by a mili- 
tary occupation which is likely to be per- 
manent or to last until Russia Is ready to 
agree to a scheme of participation by 
which Japan will profit largely, . 


KEMPFF HAS BEEN RELIEVED 


Admiral Remey Succeeds Him Because 
of Dissatisfaction With His Lack 
of Diplomatic Sense. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Admiral Remey 
is expected to relieve Admiral Kempff next 
Sunday and send him to Nagasak! or Che 
Foo. Official dissatisfaction with Admiral 
Kempff has peen displayed frankly by all 
the authorities here. , 

The necessity for AQiniral Kempff's 
speedy detachment, it is sald at the navy 
department, nas been apparent ever since 
it was learned that Flag Captain McCalla 
had gone to the front with Vice-Admiral 
Seymour's column. for it was well known 
to officiale that without McCall's consent 
the American censor naval officer couid 
not be depended upon to meet grave emer- 
gencies involving discretion of a high order. 
Kempff has always been regarded ag one 
of the finest satiormen in the service and as 
good a figater as ever commanded a ship, 
but he was never proficient in diplomatic 
matters and was declared to be unsuited 
to represent the United States at a great 
Zathering of the naval powers on the most 
important duty that has fallen to any of- 
ficer since the war with Spain 

The idea that Kempff was sent to Asia on 
account of special fitness was demolished 
at the time he went. His orders were sim- 
ply the resnlt of an effort of the navy de- 
eigen ‘to have him go on the retired 
Ist voluntactiy and make a vacancy for 
promotions all alorg the line, Admiral Re- 
mey was chosen for senior command in 
Asia on account of his special fitness. 

After Admira!t Remey, who was No. 6 on 
the admirals’ list, was ordered to Asia last 

Admiral McCormick, No. 18 on the 
ist, was ordered as second in com- 
mand. He promptly retired, as he was ex- 
pected to do. He rose a grade by retiring 
and also avoided what ig really a captain's 
duty, the second in command of a fleet 
having no ;ndependence of action and 
therefore betng humiliated below his actual 
independent flag officer's rank. Then Rear 
Admirals Day, No. 17, and Cotton, No. B, 
were similarly retired to avoid duty as sec- 
ond in command. Then the same orders 
were given to Kempff, who was at the time 
in possession of the exceedingly desirabie 
billet of commandant at Mare Island, 
where he was awaiting retirement. He was 
No. 15 on the ‘ist and would presumably 
decline an apointment that three of his 
juniors had Just refused, but he astonished 
the department by accepting with alacrity 
and offering (o sail the next day. The de- 
partment had to make the best of the mat- 
ter and therefore put Capt. McCalla, one of 
the most brilllant men in the navy, in com- 
mand of. Kempff's flagship to equalize any 
deficiencies that might develop. Until Me- 
Calla left his post to march to the relief 
of the legations all was plain saliing, but 
since that «(ime exasperation. In Washing- 
ton over Kempff's reports has been stead- 
lly growing, cach new dispatch making it 
more acule.

QUESTION ON POSSE STATUS. 


POSSE COMITATUS RECEIVES NO 


Sheriff Pohlman Is Willing That the 
Pblice Department Shall Take 
Charge of the Payroil of 
the Special Force. 


With the disbanding of the sheriff's posse 
the time and manner of the payment of the 
vouchers issued to its members for their 
services have come into first importance. 

Some sales of youchers were made Tues- 
day, when they went on the market at a 
discount of 10 per cent. Buyers began to 
make an investigation, and, coming to the 
conclusion that payment of the certificates 
could not be made without a special ap- 
propriation by the Municipal Assembly, 
they demanded a discount of 30 per ¢ent. 

Later on, they asked 40 per cent. The fear 
that the Municipal Assembly might not 
take any action in the case was commun!- 
cated to the holders of the vouchers and 
there was a rush to sell even at that dis- 
count. Finally the buyers experienced a 
greater fright, and announced that they did 


not want the vouchers at any price. 

Acording to the siatement of an attorney, 
who has invesigated the law bearing on tne 
case, says the sheriff's posse was an arm 
of the police power of the city and was 
brought into existence by the order of the 
police board. 

He argues that the board can certify the 
expense of the posse to the proper city au- 
thorities and that, under the decision of the 
Supreme Court, they must pay the bill. 

he quesiion of the status of the posse 
fs intricately involved. If it was a posse 
coinilatus, which is strictly a common jaw 
then, it is claimed, its mem- 
bers are not entitled to any remuneration 
for their services . 

Thai no provision is made in the Missouri 
Statutes for the payment of mernbers of 
the posse comitatus was clearly shown in 
the case of the sheriff of Gregon County, 
for whom the Legislature made a special 
provision at its last session. 

© was commanded by Gov. Stone to 
SUIMNPON a posse comitatus to suppress dis- 
turbances pring out of a rafiroad strike 
at Claire, Oregoh County. 

Subsequently, the men who served sought 
the aid of the courts to secure compensa- 
tion for their services, but failed at every 
point, 

Finally they made application to the “Leg- 
islature, and the preamble of the bill, mak- 
tt the appropriation, recited that the ap- 
plicants apne ew other recourse for payment 
for thelr services 

It is contended, however, as has been 
explained in the Post-Dispatch, that the 
sheriff's posse was not a posse comitatus, 
#0 that this precedent throws little light 
on their case. 

It is also contended with equal force that 
the members of the posse were not sher- 
iff’s deputies, for the law is that the ap- 
pointments of deputy sheriffs must be ap- 
proved by the circuit judge presiding in 
the city or county in which the sheriff has 
jurisdiction. 

The appointments of the members of the 
sherif!’s posse were never passed on by 
the circult judges of St. Louls. 

It is urged that as the posse had a statu- 
tory existence through special provision of 
the police law, that it was brought Into ex- 
istence at tne commend of the police board, 
and that, in all its operations, it wae un- 
the direction of the board, it was, 
therefore, a police power, and that the pay 
of its members must come through the 
board. 

If that argument is based upon proper 
premises, then the vouchers of the posse- 
men are regarded as secure. The Supreme 
Court held in the case of the Police Board 
arty Judge Withrow, which was one 
of the suits instituted to test the constitu- 
tionality of the police law enacted by the 
general asembly of 1898 and 1899, that 
whenever the police board should make any 
reasonable demand on the proper authori- 
ties for money, they must comply with it. 

The court said substantially that the po- 
lice force was a state power, and that 
the great State of Missouri would never 
be put to the humiliation of becoming a 
suppliant to the members of the municipal 
assembly for money that might be needed to 
carry on the affairs of the police department 
and to aid its officers in the maintenance 
of law and order. 

It is claimed that on this decision, the po- 
lice board can certify to the city auditor the 
expense of the posse, which includes the 
compensation to the members, and that that 
officer will have no alternative to auditing 
the account and certifying it to the city 
treasurer for payment. 

Sheriff Pohiman has alrendy said that he 
is willing to allow the polite board to take 
charge of the posse payroll. 


END OF THE POSSE HAS COME 


Last Company of the Sheriff’s Special 
Force Mustered Out 
Friday. 


Friday is the last day of the famous 
posse. Before nightfall Company C, the 
only remaining squad of the force of near- 
ly 200 men, will be mustered out, the men 
will turn in their stars and riot guns and 
take their pay vouchers, and the posse will 
be a matter of histcry. 

Capt. Perry Bartholow of Company C is 
the only,company commander to serve the 
full 30 days. He was sworn in May 31. 
Charlies Green was the first man to be 
sworn in and Bartholow was the fifth, 

That day 144 men were sworn in, but 
many of these have been discharged fromm 

to day. Company C has 6 men, who 
have been on duty at the car sheds at St. 
Louis avenue and Parnell street. 
‘ They spent Thursday night in 
racks. 

There were 1518 riot guns issued to the 
men. Up to Thursday night 1334 guns had 
been turned over to the police department. 
Only two guns are missing and not account- 
ed for by Col. Cavender.

The badges that will be used for the Demo- 
eratic national convention are the handsomest 
ever designed and manufactured for a political 
gathering. There are a dozen designs and in 
all the flag ia the feature. 

For the delegates, alternates, officers of the 
convention and the emall army ef subordi- 
mates attached to Sergeant-at-Arms Martin's 
‘department for the working memoers of 
the press 4000 badges are required. 

The badge for delegates and alternates ts 
very handsome. An oxidized ellver bar and 
clasp holds the silken banner in place, and 
on a celluloid plate is printed the name of 
the «tate the delegate or alternate hails 
from. The word ‘‘delegate’’ is printed in a 
gale blue color, and the world ‘‘alternate’’ 
in @ pink coler. In letters of black the name

of the estate is printed across the face of the 
title of the wearer. Pendant to the banner 
ie a celluloid medallion inclosed in a frame 
of oxidized silver, on which is an eagle witb 
outstretched wings and a battery of flags.

ARTICLE II. 
Legal Aspect of the Trusts. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 
Penae has been no special legislaticn 


enacted by Congress the ostensible 

purpose of which was to serve the 
interests of the trusts. There are no spe- 
clal laws or statutes ostensibly in their 
interest. Their legal status is like that of 
other corporations, They exist under gen- 
eral laws of the state, carry an their busi- 
ness under them, pursue all their opera- 
tions under them and rake in the proceeds 
under them. 

it seems needful to make these remarks 
for the reason that some peopie enterian 
the opinion that trusts owe their existence 
and power to particular acts af iegislation, 
procured mostly by foul meane. 

The trusts are subject to the !awmaking 
powers; the statutes are upplicable to 
them; they are within the jurisdiction «cf 
the courts, Or nominaily so; they are Lable 
to suffer the penalties prescribed for ille- 
gal conduct; they exist under the authority 
of the etate, which has the right and power 
to control, restrain, reconstruct or make 
an end of them. All this, let me say, is 
according to the books and the :heary. 

It is by the governments of the several 
States that the trusts are created, under 
the corporation laws. I¢ is the individual 
states, primarily, that are empowered to 
leal with them and to enact measures for 
their direction, as a good many western 
States Nave done in a manner that has 
proved to be largely ineffective. As a mat- 
ter of course the power of the trusts is 
constantly sed to obstruct the passage 
measures, or to render 
them impotent, or to argue that they are 
inapplicabie or to fight them In the courts, 
f declared unconstitutional. 
rhe ways and means which some of the 
trusts have made use of for this purpose 


of congressional or state investigating com- 
mittees. Siffice it to say here that these 
vays and merzns have been as foul as 
those of the -levil himself. Ten years ago 
congress made an attempt to handle the

MULETEERS ARE BACK 


TWENTY-THREE FROM HERE 
WRECKED FOUR DAYS OUT. 


NEVER SAW SOUTH AFRICA. 


Terrible Experiences on a Sinking 
Ship, With Frantic Dying Mules— 
Are Now Ragged and Pen- 
niless. 


St. Louls relatives of Charles W. Pratt, 
who, while in St. Louis, lived at 3528 Chest- 
nut street, have just received information 
of his safe arrival in New York. Pratt, to- 
gether with 22 other young fellows fram 
this city and vicinity, left early in May to 
care for British army mules and incidental- 
ly see the world between St. Louis and the 
Transvaal. 

The twenty-three young men from St. 
Louis who had a longing to see the world 
arrived in New York Friday on the steam- 
er Prince William V from Port-au-Prince, 
Hayti, with nothing left but the ragged 
ciothes they wore and an intense yearning 
to get back to the native city cnd stay 
there. They had shipped as cattlemen on 
the British transport Carinthia, which left 
New Orleans on May 11, with a load al 
mules for the British army in South Af- 
rica, and went ashore and was wrecked 


four days later on point Gravis, Hayti. 
to St. Louis,’’ writes Pratt, ‘“‘and said he 
was an agent of the British army looking 
for young men who would like to take a 
fine sea voyage to Cape Town and return 
and get paid for it to boot, all of us 
fairly fell over one another to get the 
place. There were 16 applicants ahead 
of me, but I was picked out with 6&4 others 
who were chosen. The military man pic- 
tured the trip as a sart of excursion. All 
we would have to do, he said, would be to 
feed a few mules twice a day on the way 
over. He would pay us $15 for the trip 
and then he told af the beautiful sea vey- 
age with sea birds a-flying and porpoises 
a -jumping and all that sort of thing. 

‘We went to New Orleans and shipped 
on board the Carinthia, where we signed a 
contract which said nothing about a return 
trip. The captain hinted, however, that it 
would be all right. He would see to it that 
we got back. On May 11 the Carinthia, Capt. 
Campbell, sailed with 14530 mules on board. 
On May 16 we ran to the coast of Hayti.”’ 
Pratt writes of the elforts to save the ship 
and continues: 

“When they gave us up they had listed 
us over to 45 degrees. Nubody could walk 
on deck except with lifelines and the mules 
were tumbled down in heaps. We had to 
slieep out on this slanting deck after tving 
ourselves so we would not slip down into 
the scuppers. The mules were dying by doz- 
ens and the stench was something awful. 
The sallors refused to work and the cat- 
tlemen had to go amone the terrified ani- 
mals and hau! out the dead ones. In two 
days we thr°w overboard 2 dead mules 
Te warships returned on May 27, but 
captain refused to take us off, as he 
thought the horrible stench might have 
bred yell®w fever germs. We finally got 
natives t> come out In boats and we began 
throwing the livestosk overboard, which 
they would guide to the shore. We finished 
the job on May 2, after having lost 500 
mules by drowning. 

“We cattlemen were then sent ashore, 
but our filthw condition from handling dead 
mules made the authorities herd us out in 
an open space surrounded by soldiers for a 
time, as it was though we must. surel¢ 
breed yellow fever. On May 31 the 6 of us 
were put into three smal! sloops and sent 
to Aux Cayes. Then we were herded in a 
Vacant house and slept on the bare floor.” 
Pratt's aunt. Mrs. Harmon Stratt, lives 
at 4121 Page boulevard. His mother is at 
present in Moberly. The first information 
she had that her son had gone on such a 
trip Was a postal received from him June 
16, telling of his shipwreck. The detailed 
story has just arrived.
